The" anual conference of Educa- 
. Yopal Associations was. inaugurated 
on January 1, at University College 
by Mr. Herbert Fisher, Minister of 

Education, who gave an entertaining 
and eptgrammatic address, greatly to. 
the relish of the members, on The 
Art of Keeping Alive.” So great 
was the demand for admission to the 
, meeting in the Botanical Theatra, 
* that all.cauld'nat be accommodated, 
and Mr, Fisher repeated the ‘address 
to asecond audience, Mr, Augustine 
» Birrell presided, in the unavoidable 
absence of ‘the Earl of Lytton. 

Mr. Fisher remarked that, they 
were about to witness 2 considetable 
expansion in a great profession, in 
which, since it belonged to a group 
of sheltered callings, the art of keep- 
ing alive—the grandest of all arts— 
was “cultivated at’ "a peculiar dis 
advantage.. In the open iprofessidns 
vegetation wasdifficult, The stimulus 
cto improvement came from outside, 
and it was a comparatively painless 
process to respond to it, ‘But the
